Advertisement of Event Draws 1,000 
-—Straton Says ‘‘Lame Duck’ 
Pastors Rule Ku Klux. 


In defiance of Mayor Hylan’s order to} 
Police Commissioner Enright to run the} 
Ku Klux Klan out of the city, a white | 
robed and hooded Klansman last night | 
spoke from the pulpit of the Washing- | 
ton Avenue Baptist Church, Gates and | 
Washington Avenues, Brooklyn. | 

Announcement that the masked speak- | 
er would appear was made in advance} 
by the Rev. Dr. Robert McCaul, the 
pastor, in an advertisement in a Brook- | 
lyn newspaper, and Dr. McCaul notified | 
the captain of the police precinct in 
which the church is located that he 
would so appear. A sergeant and a pa-| 
trolman, both in uniform, were within 
the church during the visit of the Klans- 
man, and another uniformed policeman 
Ivas outside. No attempt to check the 
speaker was made by the police. The 
speaker's remarks contained nothing 
which could be construed in violation of 
law. 

A masked Klansman recently spoke in 
a church at West Sayville, L. I, but last 
night’s occurrence was believed to mark 
the first time that a person wearing the 
full Klan regalia had occupied a pulpit 
in New York City. Although Dr. Mc- 
Caul declined to say just how arrange- 
ments were made for the Klansman’s 
presence, the fact that the latter’s visit 
was prearranged was shown by the fol- 
lowing advertisement which appeared 
Sunday in a Brooklyn newspaper: 

“The Washington Baptist 
Church, Gates and Ave- 
nues, Brooklyn. The Rev. Dr. Robert 
McCaul will preach on. the Ku Klux 
KXlan Sunday evening A speaker in 
mask and costume will be ypresent to 
tell about this mysterious organization. 
The speaker will give the possibilities, 
purposes and perils of the Ku Klux 
Klan.”’ f

1,000 Crowd 


As result of the 
church was crowded, more than 1,000 
persons being present, while a congre- 
gation of 200 is all that usually assem- 
bles Sunday night. After an opening 
hymn the usual church announcement 
and a collection the main doors of the 
church at the Washington Avenue en- 
trance swung open and a hooded and 
shrouded figure walked slowly up the 
centre aisle. 

The visitor wore the regulation Klan 
regalia, a sheet-like garment covering 
his body and a white hood, pyramid- 
ical in shape and with slits for éyeholes, 
covering his head. The-congregation, as 
the Klansman continued his slow walk 
to the chancel, sat in silence, which was 
broken only by the titters of a group of 
voung girls in the front pews. 

The Klansman mounted the four steps 
which led from the floor of the church 
to the chancel, and bowed in slow and 
stately fashion to Dr. McCaul, who ex- 
tended his hand, The Klansman then 
entered the pulpit and, after peering at 
the congregation through the eyeholes 
in his mask, drew a paper from his robe. 

‘* My dear friends, I desire to read to 
you this statement,’’ he began. ‘‘This 
order has been called into existence to 
meet one of the greatest needs of the 
times.’’ 

The Klansman then read a history 
the Ku Klux Klan, apparently claiming 
for the present organization continuity 
with the organization of the same name 
which was organized in the South after 
the Civil War. He declared that the 
original Klan had preserved law and 
order and put down criminals during 
the reconstruction period, and asserted 
that it was held in reverence for its 
good deeds by the people of the South.

Klux Klan of today was 
being to see that law and 
order reigns throughout the country,’’ 
he continued. ‘Among the purposes of 
the organization is to see that the trade 
of the country is not controlled by Jews, 
and that the educational institutions of .=— 
the country are not controlled by 
Catholicism. It is also the purpose of 
the Ku Klux Klan to revive the chivalry 
ef the people and to combat those who 
would tear down our institutions. 

’** We are opposed to the bootlegger, 
and we are organized to maintain the 
supremacy of the white race and to keep 
Protestantism in the ascendancy." 

When the Klansman- had finished 
reading the paper he stepped to the back 
of the platform and sat down. Dr. Mc- 
Caul stepped into the pulpit and an- 
nounced that his text would be the fif- 
teenth verse of the second chapter of the 
First Epistle of St. Peter: 

y ‘With well doing we shall put 
ailence the foolishness of ignorant men. 
‘*The text really illustrates what I 

am going to say about the Klan,” Dr. 

McCaul said. 

The pastor then gave what purported 
to be a history of the Klan, and read the 
following which he said he had been 
told were other purposes of the Klan:

The bureau issues 
semi-weekly bulletins from each of its 
offices in Athens, Saloniki, Mitylene, 
Chios and Crete, and bulletins are posted 
in 500 refugee centres.

**T do not know of any Klan in Brook 
lyn. So far as I know, no member of 


this church is a Klansman.” 

Dr. CcCaul said he was an active 
member of the Anti-Saloon League 
which has been said to be sympathetic 
to the Klan in certain parts of the 
United States. He refused to explain 
how the Klansman came to occupy his 
pulpit, or to tell whether the initiative 
of the visit came from him or from a 
member of the Klan. 

The visit of the Klansman to the 
Washington Avenue Baptist Church 
came almost immediately after the dis- 
covery that the Kla nofficials who have 
been in New York City had left the 
hotels at which they had been stopping.

Helps “ Lame Duck” Pastors. 


The Ku Klux Klan in the South and 
West is largely dominated by “ lame 
duck” preachers who could not make 


good in the ministry, the Rev. Dr. John | 
Roach Straton declared last night in a} 


service at Calvary Baptist Church. 


Point was given to his assertion by the | 


fact that William Joseph Simmons, 
founder of the Klan and now its ‘‘ Em- 
peror;’’ William J. Mahoney, the “ Im- 
perial Klokard,’’ and many of the na- 
tional officers of the Klan are clergy- 
men. The Rev. Dr, Oscar Haywood, na- 
tional lecturer of the Klan, is still, nom- 
inally at least, the evangelist of Calvary 
Baptist Church, of which Dr. Straton is 
pastor, and for nearly twelve years was 
the pastor of the Collegiate Baptist 
Church of this city, which amalgamated 
with Calvary Baptist Church four years 
ago. 
ab So far as I have been able to see,” 
Dr. Straton sald to a large congrega- 
tion, ‘‘ the Klan in the South and West 
seems to be largely under the domina- 
tion and leadership of a lot of ‘lame 
duck’ preachers. They play out in the 
ministry, and then, instead of selling 


j}insurance or peddling churns, as they | 


did in former times, they devote their 
time and talents to ‘saving the coun- 
try’ by organizing men into secret, dis- 
guised societies and dressing them up 
in nightgowns and dunce caps. 

‘*IJ am informed that the Ku Klux 
Klan is badly tled up with the courts 
down at its headquarters {in Atlanta, 
Ga. Speaking as a Southerner, so far 
as that section is concerned, I wish to 
say that I do not believe the Klan 
movement represents the better thought 
of the South. 

‘‘The truth is proved by the reception 
given in North Carolina to the statement 


|}made here in New York recently, that 


one of the newly elected judges of that 


| State is the head of the Ku Klux Klan. 


Mr. Hastings asked why, if the 
League had the names of New York 


City Klansmen, it did not publish them 
now instead of waiting three weeks, | 
He said: } 

‘At the risk of being misunderstood | 
by some people, I would like to regis- 
ter my opinion that American public} 
interests are as greatly endangered by | 
such organizations as the American | 
Unity League, now operating in New| 
Work es the enemy of the Ku Klux} 
Klan, as they could be by the Ku Klux 
Klan itself. 

‘In the first place, the organization | 
of the anti-Ku Klux Klan movement in| 
States like New York is_ comparable to 
the organization of the Klan in States 
like Georgia and Texas. Such sectional 
groups arranging themselves against 
each other cannot help but sunder the 
great aim of this _Republic—complete 
amity of its population. 

‘*I am opposed to the Ku Klux Klan 
simply because it is the most cowardly 
band of bigots and assassins that ever 
bid for public favor in this country. 
But the organization of, counter-move- 
ments in sections where it could not 
gain a foothold under any circumstances 
will not eliminate its influence in other 
sections. In fact, I believe the organi- 
zation of such movements will not only 
keep the Klan alive and solidify its 
forces, but also perpetuate the fires of 
organized internal strife and hatred in 

s country. 

‘*J do not know what it costs to be- 
come a member of the American Unity 
Taegus. I am told that the expense of 
joining the Ku Klux Klan is $10, but I 
do not imagine the Unity League's oper- 
ations feed on the mere love of law and 
order professed by its promoters. All 
puch organizations, it seems to me, are 
merely the additional manifestations of 
commercialized prejudice. The people of 
the United States or of New York are 
not yet in the need of elements of civil 
warfare to protect them from the men- 
ace of Ku Klux Klanism. Their pro- 
tection lies in the very fact of the 
Klan's cowardice and un-Americanism. 

‘*‘Tt would survive in spite of anythin 
said or done against it if It merit 
the adherence of the American people, 
but I believe it will perish, for the sim- 
ple reason that it has nothing to com- 
mend it to intelligent support or for- 
bearance,. It will begin to fade out as 
quickly as Congress and the State Legis- 
latures adopt bills forcing the publica- 
tion of the names of its members. Let 
us try that simple sunlight cure before 
we rush into organized hatred of one 
another, and probably into chaos and 
bloodshed. 

** As for the American Unity League, 
I know only what I have read in news- 
papers. I observe its officers promise 
to makes public a list of the names of 
60,000 Klanamen in New York within 
three weeks. If they have such a list, 
why not reveal it now and be done with

Dr, Straton pleaded for more tolerant 
treatment of the negro in the South, de- 
scribing the typical negro as kindly and 
harmless. -He declared that ‘‘ bad ne- 
groes '’ were a small minority and said 
that the race problem in the South never 
would be solved by either the “ bad 
negro’ or the ‘‘ mean white man.” 

Dr. Straton, who had announced that 
he would preach on " How to fight the 
Negro, “Jew and Catholic the Better 
Way,’ discussed only the negro, saying 
that he did not have time to discuss the 
Catholic and the Jew, but would do so 
next Sunday. Illustrating what he 
meant by the better way, he told a story 
of the taming of a lion by kindness by 
Rosa Bonheur, famous painter of ani- 
mals, and contrasted this with the 
usual method of the use of the rawhide 
whip by lion tamers to subdue by fear.

made of himself by some artist. It wad 
worthless, he told me. He sent it to mé 
| when he returned to this ¢ountry and 
for a long time it lay in my yard bee 
hind the studio in the rain and snow. 
One day I conceived the idea of trana- 
| forming the bust into a female head. A 
feminine head is smaller than a man’s, 
you know. I changed the whole bust 
so that no one ever could know what it 
had been originally. I wrote to Yerkes 
and told him about it. I never heard 
| from him.”’ 
|. Throughout the talk the figure, at- 
{tired in rusty black, remained erect. 
|His thick gray hair imparted a fierce 
air and emphasized his bitterness. 

“*I will not talk to newspaper men of 
art,"’ he repeated. ‘' My studio is at 11 
East Fourteenth Street, Manhattan. My 
work is thére.”’ 

He stopped further questioning by éx- 
tending his crippled arm as far as he 
could and saying, ‘‘I am sorry. I am 
@& sick man. uestioning offends me. 
In James White’s ‘ Encyclopaedia of 
Biography’ you will find the story of 
my life and work.” : 

Gelert’s last work was a memorial to 
Dr. Thomas R. Slicer, which was un- 
veiled at All Souls’ Church, Bast 
Twentieth Street, Manhattan, Jan. 22, 
1922. He made the memorial entirely 
with his left hand.

DEALEY IS ‘STILL MISSING 


Woman Did Not Ald Flight After 
inmates’ Show, but Men Friends | 
Are Suspected. | 


Recause Patrick Dealey, a Sing Sing 
amateur actor and long-term prisoner, | 
escaped early om Saturday morning, | 
prison officials took all recreation priv-} 
fleges away from the 1,200 inmates of! 
the Ossining institution for a day. They | 
were locked in their cells for twenty-| 
four hours, it was announced yesterday | 
afternoon when the period of unusual; 
confinement ended. 

The cell doors closed éarly on Satur- 
Gay afternoon. The customary picture | 
show for the convicts on Sagurday night 
Was omitted and not a man emerged 





until yesterday afternoon extept to go to 
meals and to church services. 

“Was that done to pun.sh them?” 
Was asked of Warden Lawes. 

‘* No,’’ he replied, and Charles F. Rat- 
tigan, State Superintendent of Prisons, 
added, ‘‘it was for discipline.’’ 

“This is a community,” added tke 
Warden. ‘‘We wish the inmates t& 
understand that recreation is a privilege 
and not a right. We wish to impress 
upon them that the system here is 
based upon community-interest and 
that there must be group responsibility.”’ 

Superintendent Rattigan predicted 
that, if there is another show for the 
pubiic such as the musical comedy at 
the close of which Dealey escaped, that 
there would not be another escape in 
Warden Lawes’s time. He did not ex- 
plain what new precautions had been 
devised. 

Search for Dealey was pressd without 
success. Visiting records were investi- 

ated to find out who had called on 

ealey in prison., His brother, Hugh 
Dealey, was one visitor and Miss Helen 
McAndrews of 2,241 Eighth Avenue, 
Manhattan, was the other. Miss Mc- 
Andrews, according to. prison at- 
tendants, attended the prison show on 
two nights. Prison officials and: guards 
declare that so far as they had ob- 
served, she did not get near Dealey. 
Officials corrected two misstatements 
that have been made. At regular visits 
keepers hear the conversations between 
{nmates and callers, who do not come 

to actual centact. 
Me we doubt very much if a woman 
helped Dealey to get away, said W ar- 
den Lawes. The Warden said he was 
inclined to the opinion that two young 
men, friends of .Dealey, who attended 
the performance, aided him if he had 
outside assistance. These two young 
men have not been eliminated as possi- 
bly having helped Dealey (o get an over- 
coat_to cover his gray uniform and to 

et away once he had walked out the 
ront door with departing patrons. 

Circulars with pictfres and a pedigree 
of Dealey, offering the customary $50 
reward were sent broadcast yesterday 
Officials are hopeful of Dealey’s recap- 
ture because the left side of his face 
sags conspicuously due to an injury.

THIRD SUICIDE USES 
TRUNK TO DIE BY GAS 


Queens Man, Ill, Makes a Lethal 
Chamber Like That First Used 


Recently in France. 


For the third time in less than @ 
month a suicide was accomplished early 
yesterday morning by the use of a trunk 
@s a lethal chamber. The man who 
chose a method which was unheard of 
until very recently, so far as available 
records show, was Carl Honarn, 49 
years old, a buyer employed by the 
Great Atlantic & Pacific Tea Co., who 
aspnyxiated himself_in his home at 
j,6¥2 Linuen Street, Ridgewood, Queens. 

Honarn left nothing to indicate that 
he was familiar with the two other 
cases in which similar means proved 
effective, but it was conjectured that 
he probably had read of them. The 
first case of the sort reported was that 
of Mme. Brunier of Riom, France, 
whose husband returned home on Nov. 
12 last to discover that his wife was 
missing. After a long search Brunier 
was guided by the odor of charcoal 
fumes to an old trunk. He wrenchea 
open the lid and found the body of his 
wife, who had suffocated herself by 
placing a small charcoal brazier inside 
the trunk, then crowding herself in_ be- 
gide it and slamming the trunk shut. 
Mme. Brunier left no explanation. — 

Four days later, on Nov. 16, Leland 
H. Garretson, 30 years old, placed on 
the bureau of his furnished room at 314 
West Fifty-fifth Street 85 cents and a 
note which read: 

‘*My life isn’t worth a dime to any 
ene, and I might as well end it now.” 

Then he erawled into a) trunk into 
which he had led through a hole cut 
in the side ‘with a penknife a rubber 
tube from an opened gas jet. Garret- 
son muffled his face with blankets to 
hold the tube in.nlace and, closed the 
trunk. He was still alive when his land- 
lady found him, but an ambulance sur- 
geon's efforts to revive him with a pul- 
motor failed. 

There was marked similarity between 
Garretson’s procedure and that of Ho- 
nar yesterday. Honarn, dragged a 
trunk into the bathroom, locked the 
bathroom door and bored two holes in 
the trunk. Throughethem:he ran two 
rubber tubes. Turning on the gas, he 
shut himself in the trunk and placed 
one of the tubes in his mouth, permit- 
ting gas from both to flow into the | 
trunk. 

It was in this position, dead, that his | 
brother-in-law, Emil Homer, found him 
when he broke down the bathroom door. | 
Dr. Linsky of Wyckoff Heights Hos- | 
pital pronounced Honarn dead from} 
asphyxiation. He is renorted*to have |!

left no note.

Made Orthodox Bishop of Chi- 
cago at Elaborate Ceremony. 





The Rev. Theophilos Pashkovsky was 
consecrated Bishop for Chicago of the 
Holy Russian Orthodox Church yester- 
day morning in the Russian Cathegral 
of St. Nicholas, Ninety-seventh Street, 
east of Fifth Avenue. Bishop Theoph- 
flos, as he will henceforth be. known, 
will leave for Chicago this week, stop- 
ping at Indianapolis to address the 

ederal Council of Churches. Trinity 
Church will be his See. 

Few knew that in the congregation 
that crowded the Cathedral was Iliodor, 
‘“‘the Mad Monk,’ recently. iyvyed here. 
He was in civilian attire. He stood in 
the back of the Cathedral, and was most | 
reverent in his deportment, crossing | 
himself in unity with the priests and 
the other worshippers, 

The Rev. Peter Popoff of the Cathedral 
staff, recognized the ‘* Mad. Monk,’’ 
whom he met when Iliodor came here 
five years ago, and spoke to him. 
Iliodor, whose worldly name is Sergius 
Michallov Truvanov, told Father Popoff 
that he was glad he had come to Amer- 
fica, escaping from ‘‘ the Russian hell,’ 
and that he. hoped to die here. He 
praised the service as “ very beautiful,’’ 
and arranged to call at tne Cathedral 
rectory this week. He said he wished 
to receive the episcopal blessing. 

Theophilos was consecrated by Arch- 
bishop Platon, Metropolitan of Odessa, 
Russia, and acting patriarchal vicar of 
the Russian Church in the United State:

Permission Is Refused by Coler, 
Who Charges Organization 
With Breaking Faith. 


ORPHAN HOME CRITICISED 


Commissioner Sees No Need for In- 
stitution—Gives Out Report 
of Inquiry. 


Permission to solicit money on the 
streets during the Christmas season has 
been refused to the Voluntegrs of Amer- 
ica by Commissioner of Public Welfare 
Bird S. Coler, because, he ‘said, they 
broke faith with him when they agreed, 
with the Salvation Army, to mit such 
collections to two semi-annual periods. 
The organization was criticised severely 
by Mr. Coler, who also made public re- 
ports of his inspectors as to the Chil- 
dren’s Home maintained by the Volun- 
teers on Staten Island, in which one 
of the two sections was condemned and 
both were declared unnecessary, 

Commissioner Coler based his action 
on the ordinance which was approved 
by Mayor Hylan Dec. 8, 1921, under 
which street collections were limited 
end permits for them made necessary. 
The ordinance had been adopted to put 
@ stop to the constant harassing of 
beople on the streets by those seeking 
‘aoney for all sorts of causes, good, bad 
and bogus. 

“There was a formal understanding 
between the Board of Aldermen and this 

, department that their agreements with 
the Salvation Army and like organiza- 
tions would be carried out by this de- 
partment,” said Mr. Coler. ‘‘ In accori- 
ance with that agreement, when the 
Salvation Army came to us with a re- 
quest for their Christmas collection fron 
December 9 to 23, that request was 
granted with the understanding that 
they were to have another opportunity 
for their general collection throughout 
the city for two weeks in May. 

**'The Volunteers of America came and 
they were thoroughly informed that they 
would be treated just the same as the 
Salvation Army and granted the same 
courtesies and permits. The Salvation 


Army has kept faith with this depart- 
ment In every way. The Volunteers of 
America have not. Only a few days 
after the first of January the Volun- 
teers of America began _ soliciting 
throughout the streets of the city. Ar- 
rests were made, and as a result they 
have attacked the validity of the ordi- 
nance. Ex-Governor Whitman is their 
counsel, and the case has been con- 
tinuously postponed month after month 
and finally again until Dec. 15. 

. “The purpose of the ordinance to my 
gnind is not alone for taking iliegitimate 


collections from the streets, but for so! 


limiting good ones that the people will 
not be continually harassed the whole 
year around. If the Volunteers of 
America win their case, I take it that 
the streets of New York will be flooded 
with all types of solicitation. This i do 


not believe to be either in the interests | * 


of good morals or the best interests of 
private charities themselves or the 
public welfare in general.” 

Mr. Coler, in making public the re- 
ports on what he termed “the so-called 
orphan asylum maintained by the Yelun- 
teers of America,” said that it was not 
Srenorer by the State Board of Chari- 
ties, 

“There is absolutely no necessity for 
“these places as far as the City of New 
York is concerned, as we have more 
than 200 vacancies in Protestant insti- 
tutions at the present time,” he said. 
“The idea given out by the Volunteers 
of America that these institutions are 
necessary is not so.” ‘ 

The asylum is composed of two parts, 
one at 1,622 Richmond Turnpike, West 
Brighton, and one at the foot of Joline 
Avenue, TottenviHe. They are main- 
tained by funds of the organization, 
raised by public contribution. Relatives 
ef the children are expected to pay what 
they can, and of the eighteen children 
in the two places about six are paid 
for by relatives at the rate of $10 a 

, month. 

The oldest of the institutions, that, at 
West Brighton, was condemned by the 
inspectors, who reported: 

“There are ten girls and two small 
boys being cared for at this institution. 
The ~buildings at Richmond Turn; ike 
are in a disreputable condition. There 
are practically no lavatory facilities; 
there are no indoor playrooms; the 
clothing of the children is in very oor 
condition and they are not well cared 
for physically. The old place has been 
condemned by the Board of Health.” 
Of the institution at Tottenville, the 

report said: 

‘There are six boys at this institu- 
tion. This new place, on the ocean fron: 
and comprising eleven or twelve acres, 
is in very good condition. At present 
workmen are engaged in remodeling and 
renovating the property. The clothing 
of the children is in good condition, the 
caretakers as present in charge, how- 
ever, ere not the type that should be al- 
lowed to take care of a childgpn’s insti- 


tution, and the chilcren at present are} 


running practically wild. 

“With special attention to this prob- 
Jem of superintendent and also to the 
question of fire hazard, this could be 
made into a good children’s home. At 
present, however, there is nothing con- 
crete upon which to base a legitimate 
appeal for funds.”

SAY ROADS IMPORT 
| FOREIGN MECHANICS 


Secretary ef Labor Investigating 
Charge That Europeans Are 


Replacing Strikers. 


Secretary of Labor James J. Davis has 
begun an investigation into the charges 
that German and British mechanics have 

|been imported to work @n rajlroad shops 
‘where mechanics were required because 
of the shopmen’s strike. _The news of 
the investigation was contained in a let- 
ter received by David Williams, Sec- 
retary of the Central Strike Committee, 
representing the shopmen still on strike. 

Last week Mr. Williams wrote to the 
Secretary of Labor charging that forty 
English mechanics were at work in the 
Coxton shops of the Lehigh Valley Rail- 
road, and that German mechanics wear- 
ing the gray German army uniform were 

| working in the East Hartford engine 
house of the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad. He declared the men 
had been imported to take the place of 
striking shopmen. Secretary Davis in 
his teply, made public yesterday by Mr. 
Williams, said: 

‘This is to acknowledge receipt of 
your letter of the ‘5th inst. with 
reference to the claim that* foreign me- 
chanics are being imported to take the 
place of shopmen who have been on 
strike since July 1. 

‘‘ An investigation ds now being made 
with reference to a similar complaint 
and if it is found that importation of 
men is actually going on, it will be 
promptly stopped. It is of course im- 
possible to know when an alien immi- 
grant applies for admission who quali- 
fies under our law whether he intends 
to take employment as a machinist with 
any ge imaged employer in America. 

“It does not need any assurance on 
my part to convince you that I stand 
for protection of the American work- 
ingman in every legitimate way. I have 
always been a strong advocate of a pro- 
tective tariff in order to protect the 
workingman against the competition of 
the cheap labor of foreign countries. 

“YT have stood for the limita- 
tion of immigration purely as a 
means of protecting the American work- 
ingman — the competition of aliens 
who would come here and become a 
strong competitive factor with American 
workmen. I stand more strongly for the 
enfofcement of the alien labor law than 
either of the other two propositions men- | 
tioned. I agree with you entirely that 
every effort should be made to keep 
cheap foreign labor out of competition 
with American labor when such com- 
petition means hardship and suffering 
to our own people and ultimately to our 
prosperity. On a number of things you 
and I do not agree, but on this thing 
we are in full accord.”’ : 

In commenting on the letter Mr. Wil- 
liams said: 

“The executives of the coal carrying | 
roads will stop at nothing to smash the | 
unions of skilled mechanics in_ their | 
shops. Some of those trains of loaded 
coal cars are still stalled up in the} 
Pennsylvania mountains because {inex- | 
perienced foreigners are set to work on | 
American locomotives.’’

‘The eréation of’ a special State com- 
mission to study the proposed railroad 
eonsoli@ations plan, on lines similar to 
those that are being followed by com- 
missions of the New England States, is 
urged upon Governor Miller in a letter 


* from the New York Board of Trade and 


‘Tfansportation, made public yesterday. 
It is suggested that such commissions, 
édmposed of financiers, manufacturers, 
big shippers and university authorities, 
might be appointed in each of the Mid- 
agile Atlantic States and that répresenta- 
tives of these several commissions meet 
to “compare notes.” 

The investigations that have been 
going on ({n New England for several 
ménths have given the entire New Eng- 
Jahd section an advantage over “ com- 


ting sections of the country,” the 
etter Says. “‘This sort of community 
investigation helps ail and hindefs none. 

“The very fact that in that section 
the financial, insurance and industrial 
elements that predominate have de- 
vVéloped a veritable creed with respect 
t® the roads of the territory—well-nigh 
®& popular ‘supérstition '"—that if busi- 
méss loss were to be sustained by the 
New England railroads the entire warp 
ahd woof of the New Bngland indus- 
trial ahd commercial fabric must suffer 
Is conclusive evidence that the Gover- 
hors, beginning with Governor Lake of 
Cénneeticut, who originated the plan, 
have been mindful of the fact that the 
interests of the roads themselves would 
be best conserved by this method of pro- 
cedure.

Thousands of Russians Proving a 
Problem. for Japan. 


LONDON, Dee. 
thousands of Russians with their fam-

|, FARBAS YOU LEAVE 


Automatic Device Which Does 
Away With Conductor Ex- 
* pected to Speed Service. 


NO MORE OVERCROWDING 


Receiver of New York Railways Pre- 
dicts Big Saving in System 
to Start This Week. 


The New York Railways Company 
this week will put into service a new 
type ‘“‘ pay-as-you-leave "’ car, accord- 
fine to an announcement made by Re- 
eeiver Job E. Hedges. The new car is 
designed to decrease cost of operation 
and facilitate the loading and unload- 


{ng of passengers. Entrance to and 
exit from the car will be through turn- 


ptiles at each end. The car will be 
operated by one man, There will be 
no conductor, and change will be fur- 
mished by the motorman. 


‘** A considerable part of the car oper- 


ating schedule time is now consumed in 
the loading and unloading of passen- | 





gers,"’ Mr. Hedges sald, ‘ and the meth- 
ods now employed. are not as efficient 
or comfortable to thé traveling public 
as we shall expect them to be under the 
proposed conditions of the ‘ pay-as-you- 
leave ’ turnstile car operation, The aver- 
age car now in operation on the streets 
of New York and elsewhere receives and 


discharges the largest portion of pas- 
sengers at the rear end, especially in 
rush hours, for the front passageway 
is used only for unloading passengers, 
and only a small percentage of passen- 
gers takes advantage of this method of 
exit. 

“The hew type of car is designed to 
load and unload passengers at both ends 
of the car. To assure this bee done 
with comfort and convenience, it is fur- 
ther proposed to limit the number of 
passengers carried by each car. The 
time of loading and unloading passen- 
gers and in collecting fares should be re- 
duced by one-half for each stop; and, 
since car stops are very frequent, the 
time thus saved will prove very ad- 
vantageous in offsetting the time now 
lost through traffic congestion. 

‘“*To accomplish this, nickle-in-the-slot 
turnstiles have been installed at both 
ends of the car, electro-pneumatically 
operated doors with safety operating fea- 
tures have been added, automatic pas- 
senger counting devices and change 
making machines have been installed, 
tegether with an emergency car stopping 
device, Passengers are admitted through 
the turnstiles at both ends of the car 
without detention, for the fares are col- 
lected by the deposit of a nickle in the 
slot when each passenger leaves the car 
by either the front or rear door, The 
advantage of this is obvious, for the 
passengers board a waiting car immedi- 
ately and can ultilize the time while 
riding in the car in looking for their 
fare, obtaining change, or arranging for 
a transfer. ‘This procedure minimizes 
the time now lost in loading passengers 
and collecting fares. 

‘* When the number of passengers on 


®& car has reached a pre-determined max- 
imum, the turnstile automatic count ma- 
chine illuminates a ‘ full-car ’ sign on the 
dashboard at each end of the car, thus 
noti passengers waiting on the 
street that no more passengers are to 
be admitted to this particular car. The 
electro-pneumatic door-operating device 
is so designed that the motorman can- 
not open the door to receive additional 
passengers and thus overload the car. 
A reduction in the car load, however, 
through passengers disembarking, auto- 
matically provides for admitting addi- 
tional passengers.” 


INCOME AND PROFIT 
TAXES DUE FRIDAY 


Collector Bowers Asks the Public 
to Pay Fourth Quarterly 
Instalment Early.

Payments on fourth quarterly instal- 
ments of 1921 Federal income and profits 
taxes are due on Friday, the 15th. 
Frank K. Bowers, Collector of Internal 
Revenue for Manhattan, issued a state- 
ment yesterday warning taxpayers that 
payments must be made by midnight on 
Friday to escape penalties and urging 
that checks or cash. be mailed or handed 
in at his offices in the Custom House 
as early in the week as possible. 

The Collector has increased his force 
to handle the usual quarterly rush. 
Most of the payments are made by mail, 
but preparations have been made to 
handle without delay the rush of tax. 
payers who wish to go to the Custom 


House to make their payments ;

‘This is the only month of 1922 
which shows a gain over the correspond~- 
month of last year. The income tax 
collections in the Second District were: 
November, 1921, $2,701,840.24; November, 
1922, $3,434,415. 76. ’ 

In December of last year Collector 
Bowers received income tax collections of 
$104,033,344.08. It is not expected tha 
this figure will be matched in Decem- 
ber, 1922. There was a decrease in in- 
eome and profits tax collections for the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1922, in the 
United States, and internal revenue col- 
lections for that fiscal twelvemonth fell 
off 30 per cent. ,

GETTING DOWN TO BUSINESS. 

The much brighter outlook for a Near 
East agreement at Lausanne coincides 
with the optimistic reports about the 
conference of the Premiers at Lon- 
Gon. Too quick despairers, like Am- 
-bassador Harvey, ought to take heart 
frc.a the improved prospect of a set- 
tlement that will really settle the 
whole question of German reparations 
and the allied war debts. Germany 
now has a .“‘ business ” Government. 
If it really wants to do business, the 
allied rulers are ready to close with 
any reasonable offer. Mr. Bonar Law 
is a hard-headed Scotchman. He pre- 
férs realities to the kaleidoscopic illu- 
sions in which the imagination of his 
Predecessor used to delight. 

“The new British Prime Minister 
looks at the elements of the problem 
with the steady gaze that, as an iron- 
master, he has made use of in his pri- 
vate affairs. The famous and unlucky 
Balfour note being in his way, he 
awietly puts it aside. by the statement 
that the British Government regards 
it as if it ‘had never existed. Lord 
Batrour had argued that England, 
with the best will in the world, simply 
Was unable to cancel the debts owed 
her. by France and Italy.. But Mr. 
Bonar Law declares that he is fully 
prepared to consider the wiping out of 
those debts provided that cancellation 
€an be.suown to be in harmony with 
British interests. His tacit argument 
is that if a restored Europe would 
mean to British industry more than a 
forced payment of the debts, it would 
be good policy to give up all claim} 
to the latter. 

The happy effect of this on French 
opinion was instant. If France is re- 
leased from her debt to England, she 
will be in’ a position consistently to 
relax her demands upon Germany. 
Eyen the Germans now speak of a 
total réparations payment of thirty 
or forty billions of gold marks as 
within their capacity ultimately to 
pay; and the French are willing to 
cut the bill ‘o something like that 
amount provided they. obtain ade- 
quate security and are freed from the 
larger part of their own external ob- 
ligations. Thus the points in common 
at London are more numerous than 
Was expécted. All the conferees agree 
that Germany ought to have a mora- 
torium of at least two years. With 
this goes the idea of a loan, or a 
succession of loans, to enable Germany 
to balance her budget, reform her cur- 
rency and get on her feet industrially 
and. financially. The proposals are 
obviously. those of business men seek- 
ing a business solution. 

‘Business would be short-sighted, 
however, if it overlooked the intangi- 
ble sentiments and moral forces that, 
after all, rule the world. A really 
comprehensive business settlement 
with. Germany would include several 
things that cannot be set down in a 
schedule of debts. A better and 
franker spirit ought. to be shown by 


_ the Germans. They must drop vain- 


glorious boasting about their unbeaten 
armies and must put far from them all 
suspicion of devising military plans 
for revenge. And in the slow process 
of making good her inexcusable war 
damages Germany must open her 
books as well as her heart. If the 
Allies agree to a smaller and delayed 
payment, they are entitled to know 
exactly what Germany is doing, and to 
exercise, if necessary, a certain finan- 
~ ‘lal control inside of Germany. They 
“will have the right to s{ipulate that 
Germany ‘at once put an end to her 
_ @urrericy debauch. Whether the 
frightfully depreciated mark is to be 
** stabilized ”. at-some figure or other, 
r repudiated so as to make way for a 
lew currency redeemable in gold, is a 
uestion primarily for the Germans to 
‘the! Allies ‘are. warranted 

g that the decision be 


made early and positively. The whole 
question is today riper than it has. 
been at any time sfnce the war for 
adjustment by sensible. agreements. 
But these agreements must be made in 
good faith and carried out honorably. 


REBUILDING FRANCE. 


The American Committee for Devas- 
tated France has announced its “ last 
annual meeting.” This does not mean 
that the devastated area has been en- 
tirely restored. Of 741,883 buildings 
destroyed or seriously damaged there 
are still over 200,000 to be recon- 
structed; of the 9,116,383 acres laid 
waste there are still over 4,000,000 to 
be “readapted to culture”; and of 
the 22,900 factories destroyed’ there 
are still about 3,000 to be rebuilt. ‘But 
the American Committee has done its 
work and the French villagers and 
farmers are to carry on. The story of 
this achievement has been as a bright 
sequel that casts a glory back over 
the landscape of tragic ruin. Better 
than that, it throws its brightness for- 
ward and gives hope for the future to 
thousands to whom no reparation has 
come from their despoilers. It is a 
record of homes rebuilt, of fields won 
back to cultivation, of agriculture re- 
organized, of co-operatives put into 
operation, of infant mortality reduced, 
of standards of living raised, of social 
conditions improved and of children 
and parents helped and interested. 
The women who have done this work 
have made America and not France 
alone their debtors. 

So when M. CLEMENCEAU greets the 
friends of the France that was devas- 
tated’ by war he will find them also 
the friends of the France that has 
striven with heroic industry to heal 
every hurt that can be healed, even to 
the hiding of the scars. CLEMENCEAU 
may be deceived about the making of 
munitions in Germany, but there is 
an indisputable record of a million 
tons of ‘‘ abandoned shells ” destroyed 
in the ‘*‘ Red Zone” of France and of 
a half billion square yards of barbed 
|} wire removed. So our great visitor 
may, thanks in no small ‘measure to 
the sympathetic help of Miss MorGAn 
and her committee, find himself in the 
happy lot of the old monk of whom he 
spoke in his Metropolitan address. 
Trees are growing again in the devas- 
| tated area and may grow so large that 
| he who has heard the thunders of the 
| devastating guns may yet hear, as did 
| the old Buddhist, the birds singing in 
the branches above his head. 





THE ILLINOIS CONSTITUTION. 


Tomorrow the voters of Illinois will 
accept or reject the proposed new 
Constitution of the State upon which 
the Constitutional Convention has been 
working for much of the time since 
January, 1920. The present Constitu- 
tion was adopted in 1870. "To the 
complex conditions of ths modern 
State after fifty years of wonderful 
growth in population and diversified 
economic life the old document isn’t 
in some respects equal. To be adopt- 
ed, any amendment to it must get.a 
majority of all the votes cast at the 
election, so that every voter for even 
a single candidate who doesn’t vote 
amendment practically votes 
against it; only one article can be 
amended at a given time, nor can the 
propose. amendments to 


on the 


Legislature 
the same article more than once in 
four years. 

These obstacles to change sprang 
from a once judicious conservatism. 
The substitute Constitution makes 
amendment easier, though still not too 
easy, requiring a majority of the votes 
for members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, authorizing the. submis- 
sion of amendments to two articles at 
a time and_limiting the, once-in-four- 
years restriction to sections of an 
article. So the revised Constitution 
opens a wider door to modification 
than the existing one.. Of the con- 
structive changes those relating to the 
courts are perhaps the most necessary 
and excellent. To the State Supreme 
Court, where it belongs, is given au- 
thority to prescribe procedure in all 
the courts. The Legislature, which 
now pessesses that authority, obvious- 
ly hasn’t the qualifications to. exer- 
cise it. Stmplified pleadings and 
practice, speedier and cheaper justice, 
are to be expected from the new sys- 
tem. The Tllinois judicial arrange- 
ments are behind the times. The new 
Constitution adds two to the present 
seven Judges of the Supreme Court, 
gives Chicago a larger representation 
on that bench, vests in it the appoint- 
ment, from elective Judges or mem- 
bers of the bar, of the Appellate Court 
Judges, unifies seven Chicago courts 
into one. This consolidation sweeps 
away a few offices. The politicians 
view with alarm the swollen “ polit- 
ical power ” of the Supreme Court. 

The Revenue and Finance Article 
must have been the hardest to reach 
agreement on. It continues the pres- 
‘ent general tax by valuation, but em- 
powers. the Legislature to exempt 
household furniture worth not more 
than $500 from all taxes and to lay 
a “uniform and substantial ’’ income 
tax at a flat rate on incomes derived 
from intangible personal property. 
This is now taxed—in the rare. cases 
when it is found—by valuation. The 
Illinois doctors are hopeful] about their 
cure for this old sore. Here again is 
a too familiar face: . 

A general income tax may be im- 
posed upon all net incomes, If such 
income tax is graduated and progres-— 


sive the highest rate shall not exceed 
three times the lowést rate. . : 


“May’’ means “shall” in prac- 


tice. “ Liberals, progressives and 
radicals '’ object to the, limitation on 
the Legislature’s power to tax big’ in- 
comes; but amendment is always pos- 
sible. Cook County isn't satisfied 


{with the legislative apportionment 


made by the proposed Constitution. 
“Down-State ”’ 
wanted to restrict Cook County’s rep- 
resentation in both branches of the 
Legislature. By a compromise, the 
county is represented fully in the 
House. Of the Senate’s fifty-seven 
members it will have just a third. In 
theory this is wrong, in practice it is 
necessary. We in this town are sim- 
ilarly hampered, and many of us are 
glad of it. Since the Legislature for 
more than ten years has disobeyed the 
Constitution and denied to Chicago the 
reapportionment to which her popu- 
lation entitles her, it would seem to 
be her interest now to take the best 
she can get; but that is her’ business. 
So about “home rule,” of which a 
generous amount is offered her, as it 
should have been long ago. She 
mayn’t lay taxes or borrow money 
save as the Legislature or Constitu- 
tion authorizes, but otherwise she gets 
“ for all municipal purposes full and 
“ complete power of local self-govern- 
“ment. and corporate action.'’ No 
special legislation for her will become 
effective without her consent. She 
can make her own charter,.subject to 
a referendum; and that charter can’t 
be interfered with by the Legislature. 
County government can be reorgan- 
ized by the Legislature, subject to a 
referendum. The futile system of 
minority representation in the House 
of Representatives.is to be given up. 
Women may serve on juries. There 
is to be a little shorter, but not, alas! 
the short ballot. Bible reading with- 
out comment may be permitted in the 
public schools. In 1910 the State Su- 
preme Court held that such reading 
without comment was. unconstitu- 
tional. Certain provisions in the Bill 
of Rights about the right of bail and 
permitting, in other than capital crim- 
inal cases, prosecutions on informa- 
tion as well as by: indictment have 
met with considerable objection. In 
general, the proposed Constitution 
seems an. improvement.

PERSHING’S PLEA FOR AVIATION. 


General PersuHIna, in his report as 
Chief of Staff, urges a stronger air 
force for the army as imperative. He 
has not forgotten that on the French 
front the reconnoissance and combat 
work for the American Expeditionary 
Force was done in more than one 
emergency by our allies. We had air- 
men, but we lacked the machines, 
particularly fighting planes. If the 
war had lasted another year the 
enemy on the American front would 
have been overwhelmed by our own 
air corps, for it would have received 
machines in quantity from American 
plants. General PersHIna draws at- 
tention to a “ present shortage of fa- 
“ cilities and personnel for a complete- 
‘“‘ly balanced and adequate service of 
“this vital compoment of defense.’’ 
What the army should have is a nu- 
cleus, in quality second to no other in 
the world, for rapid expansion in the 
event of war. ‘“ No man,” says the 
Chief of Staff, “can estimate the 
“value which can be ascribed in'a 
“few years to the possession of an 
“adequate resourcefulness in the 
** air. The specialists, whether they 
speak for the army or for the navy, 
concur in the opinion that command 
of the air in the next war should in- 
sure victory. There can be no cam- 
paign either on sea or land without an 
air force to act on the defensive and 
to take the offensive in the presence 
of the enemy. The nation that neg- 
lects this arm of the service will sure- 
ly pay the penalty in disaster. Re- 
porting on Aug. 18, 1921, the Joint 
Board sald: 


The aviation and .ordnance experi- 
ments conducted with the ex-German 
vessels as targets have proved that it 
has become imperative as a matter of 
national defense to provide for the 
maximum possible development of 
aviation in both the army and navy. 


“ 


More than a year has passed and 
the air services are not receiving the 
appropriations they need to be effi- 
cient as a line of defense. Admiral 
Fiske, retired, maintains that the 
essential to the security of Manila and 
Luzon is a strong air force, but he is 
not heeded. In the next war, whether 
the enemy is a European or an Asi- 
atic nation, the sailors and soldiers of 
the air will form our “‘ first line of de- 
fense.’” We shall no longer find pro- 
tection in the oceans that wash our 
shores. If the enemy can obtain 
command of the air he will be a ter- 
rible menace to our ports and inland 
cities. Carriers will be able to bring 
bombing planes to within striking dis- 
tance of New York and-San Francisco, 
After the sinking of the ex-German 
dreadnought Ostfriesland by army 
aviators General WituiaMs, Chief of 
Ordnance, exclaimed: “A bomb was 
“ fired today that will be heard around 
“the world.” Still, Congress was not 
sufficiently impressed. The War De- 
partment had asked for $60,000,000 
for its air service. Congress gave it 
$19,200,000. 

The idea that because no war is im- 
minent an expansible aircraft nucleus 
is not really needed is fatuous. A 
strong nation with which we™had a 


‘}bitter controversy would be rather 


hard to convince of the justice of our 
cause if all the world knew that the 
army and navy air services had dete- 
riorated to feebleness. General Pzn- 
sHINa puts the case for aviation un- 


in the convention | 


answerably when he says that “we 
“ should have a force that can take 
“the immediate defensive, and that 
‘can, during a reasonable. period of 
“ operations, expand to the strength 
‘‘ required for an offensive.”

CITIES AND “ WEALTH LORDS.” 

Mayor Hyuan’s speech’ at Chicago, 
like other mystifying public utterances 
of his,: irresistibly prompts people to 
ask who wrote it for him. ‘ Whoever 
it was plainly is deficient in a sense 
of hunor. The Mayor sets out on a 
tremendous, crusade against ‘* wealth 
lords,” waving a banner on which is 
inscribed the name of one of the rich- 
est men in America and carrying 
smaller flags adorned with the names 
of minor millionaires. There is also 
something unconsciously comic in the 
Mayor’s ingenious conception of the 
new League of Cities. This is the in- 
strument which he proposes to use. to 
cleanse our public life. He does not 
appear to realize the nice time he 
would have in persuading the mass of 
the voters in the country districts sud- 
denly to accept the cities as symbols of 
political purity. They are still living 
in the epoch of ‘‘ The Shame of the 
Cities.” : 

New York's Mayor, however, is not 
@ man to be easily daunted. He has 
already found one great ally in the 
person of Mayor THompson of Chi- 
cago. Before long it is possible that 
he may discover the third Tailor of 
Tooley Street. Then the wealth lords 
will tremble. 





AN EXCERPT FROM HISTORY. 


One of Ismet Pasha’s passing re- 
marks at Lausanne on Friday pro- 
vided a charming instance of Oriental 
—or at least Turkish—methods of rea- 
soning. He was defending the Turk- 
ish claim to hold the Straits by a re- 
view of past history, designed to prove 
that Turkey had always been an un- 
selfish and impartial controller of the 
waterways; for example, he said, in 
1914 the Straits were closed against 
warships of the two contending al- 
liances. 

Now the facts as to the events of 
1914 are well known. A secret al- 
liance between Germany and Austria- 
Hungary on the one hand and Turkey 
on the other, negotiated at the end of 
July, was signed just as the war broke 
out. Turkey, however, wasn't ready 
for war; with the reluctant consent 
of Germany, Turkey proclaimed neu- 
trality in order to give time for mobili- 
zation of the army-; after that Turkey 
jwas ‘to come out on the side of Ger- 
many. 

Unhappily, that neutrality was tested 
almost immediately. Two German 
cruisers, running away from a British 
fleet, came to the Dardanelles. One 
would suppose from IsMeT’s ‘story 
that they were left to freeze to death 
on the doorstep. On the contrary, we 
all know that they were allowed to find 
shelter in the. Straits; that the rules 
of international law, prescribing that 
ships so finding refuge must be dis- 
armed and interned, were evaded, to 
the satisfaction of the Turks at least, 
by the setting up of the diaphanous 
fiction that Germany had suddenly 
Sold the ships to Turkey and that they 
had come to the Dardanelles by way 
of ‘‘ delivery under the contract.’’ 
German. crews and the German Ad- 
miral passed over into Turkish ser- 
vice, and when Turkish mobilization 
had progressed a little further these 
German cruisers under the Turkish 
flag steamed out into the Black Sea 
and started a war with Russia. 

The traditional schoolfoy knows this, 
yet Ismet calmly assumes that nobody 
will know or care that he is lying. 
When Europeans He, they at least try 
to produce plausible fictions; but the 
Oriental lives by himself, in an inner 
world where Truth is what he likes to 
think. And so long as that inner 
world is consistent with itself he 
doesn't care how much it fails to har- 
monize with external facts. This may 
explain a good deal of the difficulty 
Westerners have in understanding 
Turkey. 


THE SAVING WAGE ARRIVES. 

Last month Secretary of Labor 
Davis said: ‘‘ I am opposed with all 
‘*my heart and soul to the so-called 
** living wage.'’ Just enough to sus- 
tain life is not an American standard 
of living.. He favored a wage which 
should leave on Saturday night some- 
thing to put in the savings bank. He 
will be gratified to learn that such a 
wage is already paid to those who have 
the will to save. Of course, the Sec- 
retary could not have meant by a 
saving wage one that could not be 
spent by those with a will to spend 
rather than to save. The proof that 
millions of Americans are now re- 
ceiving a, saving wage is too volumi- 
nous to be printed entire. But some 
convincing items may be put to- 
gether. 

In Cleveland the Locomotive Engi- 
neers’ Co-operative Bank was started 
in 1920 with a capital of , $650,000; 
now it has $17,000,000 deposits. That 
is one of several. One starts here this 
month with $2,000,000 capital, to-act 
as the central bank of the chain. 
Such,.banks prove a saving wage only 
for unionists. More convincing is the 
report of the Controller of the Cur- 
rency that the savihgs departments of 
the national banks carry $3,046,054, - 
000 savings accounts, owned by 8,873, - 
$27 depositors. These are all high 
records, the year’s increase being 
764,805 depositors and $88,499,000 de- 
posits. Even this is restricted proof of 


investors in war bonds also may not 
be entirely convincing to those who 
would rather attack the existing wage 
system than admit the payment-of a 
saving wage. The war bond investors 
were patriots rather than financiers 
or wage earners exclusively. Speaking 
docally rather than nationally, there is 
no lack of proof for those open to con~ 
viction. The local savings banks re- 
port that their depositors have $13,- 
486,630 in their Christmas club funds. 
For New York State the figures are 
$17,000,000. . For the nation the 
total is $190,000,000, an increase of 
$30,000,000. 

These substantial figures, when 
wages are not at their peak, show that 
a saving wage depends more on the 
saver than on the wage. The savings 
were not the largest in the best wage 
year. Then it was the fashion to wear 
silk shirts in the cotton fields and to 
buy musie machines and fancy shoes 
to incredible totals. The reform of 
those habits of waste brought trouble 
to the capitalists and modest wealth 
to the wage earners, along with estab- 
lishment of habits of thrift. It was in 
the harder times that the savings ac- 
counts reached the amazing total for 
the nation df 26,637,831, or a trifle 
more than one account for each fam- 
ily, and a total of $16,618,595,000. 
The list is not complete, and there 
remain to be added the funds of those 
who put their savings into their 
homes. Home owners of the United 
States number 11,400,000 among 25,- 
000,000 families. The majority of 
American homes are not mortgaged, 
and the majority of Americans live in 


families residing in them. 

When socialism can show better re- 
sults for the worker it will be time to 
abandon capitalism. The reason that 
capitalism does not impose itself is 
that it lacks a despot to enforce it 
with bayonets and soldiers in the ranks 
who would die in its defense. 


HEROISM OF THE NEEDIEST. 


What makes the deepest impression 
in reading the detailed information 
about many of the Hundred Neediest 
Cases is not the need, dire and un- 
questioned as that is, but the hero- 
ism with .which they have struggled 
on, and in most instances not for them- 
selves but for others. Usually it is the 
mother for her children. ‘‘ She slaved 
and starved herself for the children” 
is written of one. It is written of an- 
other that, when left a widow, the 
mother of three girls, she ‘ struggled 
“valiantly for them and was almost 
‘dying ” when she was sent to the 
| hospital for an operation. These are 
| typical of many such mothers. But 
_ there are several as brave examples of 
| filial devotion and of fatherly sacri- 
ifice. An unmarried woman of 58, 
\Selpnerrtliak a mother of 86, becomes 
lalmost totally blind, but learns to 
| weave rugs and continues to care for 
eyesight, is barely able to move about. 
A boy whose father and brother are 
in the hospital supports his mother 
and his five brothers and sisters. A 
father, an expert megbanic whose 
sight became impaired, made a brave 
fight with the help of his fellow-work- 
men, at last learned a trade for the 
blind and supported his wife and five 
{children until his health broke down. 

These illustrations of the 
spirit of courageous struggle which 
| has animated most of those who now 
find themselves in such desperate 
state that without some neighborly 
help they cannot help themselves. To 
aid such back to health and strength 
and self-dependence again is a privi- 
lege which the printing of these cases 
offers to the readers of THE TIMEs.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 

As he is a man of 
science as well as 
a Socialist, CHARLES 
P. STEINMETZ, when 
discussing labor and 
capital and the relations between the 
two, shows a reverence for facts that is 
notably lacking in most of his party as- 
sociates. Speaking on this subject in 
Schenectady last week, he presented 
three positions or attitudes as the only 
possible ones to be adopted in dealing 
with the problems of industrial produc- 
tion—the first, that of capitalism, with 
no bond between the employers and the 
émployés except such contracts for ser- 
vices as they could make between them- 
selves; the second, that of the Socialists, 
insisting that all the: results of labor 
should go to the laborer, and the third, 
that of co-operation between labor and 
capital, with each having a share in 
profits and management. 

There was nothing new in all that, 
but there was something of nov- 
elty in Mr. STEINMETz’s dismissal of 
the socialistic program with a mere 
mention, on the ground that, as only a 
small percentage of Americans showed 
any disposition to move in that direc- 
tion, there was nothing practical:in con- 
sidering it in the course of a serious 
discussion of practicalities. Hardly any 
other Socialist would have said that, 
and the saying of it is not unlikely to 
lead to the reading of Mr. STEINMETZ 
out of the party that recently paid him 
the wholly empty honor of nominating 
him for State Engineer—a position in 
which his great abilities would have 
been next to useless and his very valu- 
able time next to wasted.

In arguing for. co- 
operation between the

METZ indulged in in- 
cidental criticism of the labor unions for 
thinking only or chiefly of getting the 
highest wages they could, without re- 
gard to the effect on the industry by 
which they were employed.

TRIMMING THE FURNACE FIRE 


Not So Mucha Matter of Education 
as of a Will to Do. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I. wonder at the ‘space you devote to 
advising your readers that a man really 
can learn to regulate the draft of his 
own furnace and that it is not, after 
all, degrading or harmful to health for 
him to shovel the coal into the thing 
himself. Not that it won’t work, but 
that an advertising campaign is neces- 
sary to convince American men that it 
will work! 

Is this the same America most of 
which is only two or thrée generations 
from the frontier? With my children, I 
am reading of. the Americans that 
settled Kentucky and Tennessee, invad- 
ing the wilderness with a rifle, an axe 
and an auger, and creating a home; of 
Clark and his men getting possession of 
the great Northwest Territory, when 
they spent whole days wading the ice- 
filed waters of the flooded river 
bottoms, sometimes up to their armpits 
in the Winter flood. It is really only a 
little while ago. My mother was born 
less than fifty years after that happened. 

This mother died only five years ago, 
yet I have heard her tell many times 
of learning to cook a meal on a stove, 
after having been ‘‘ brought up on” a 
fireplace; of the first matches that were 
used in her home; of holding the candle 
for the itinerant shoemaker to make her 
a pair of shoes from the calfskin her 
father had tanned. She went to the 
woods with her little boy and the farm 
horse,. cut a pair of crotched trees, 


and mounted the other one on it, and 
thus built the necessary well sweep to 
draw water for the family. 

I, myself, saw her learn to row a boat 
after she was seventy, and for the next 
fifteen years she fished, often alone, on 
one of the big central New York lakes. 
As the present generation expresses it, 
she was “‘ pretty good,” but she was 
not a solitary specimen by any means. 
There were giants in those days. 

Well, keep at it; a full-grown man 
can shovel coal enough to warm his 
family, if you can only persuade him to 
try it. I earned degrees from two pretty 
good colleges, but I don’t really have to

The annual appeal is made again for 
the New York families who are in the 
greatest distress. 

The Hundred Neediest Cases, which 


were printed in THe New York Timzs 


yesterday, are intended to bring before | 


the public some instances of the need 


and suffering in this city in households } 


deprived of income by death or sickness. 

The plight of the family in many cases 
has been known only to two or three 
neighbors in the same tenement house 
and to the charitable society which has 
been giving emergency relief. Ths 
friends of the newly made widow and 
orphans are often too few and too poor 
themselves to give any assistance. 

Hundreds of thousands of people in 
New York who have the money and the 
desire to help in such cases are entirely 
cut of contact with them. The whole 
Problem would be solved if the generous 
and charitable people of the city could 
be kept continuously in touch with the 
needy and deserving. The purpose of 
publishing the 100 cases is to bring the 
two groups face to face, as nearly as 
possible. 

Clever beggars, as shown by recent 
cases, have been able to live in Broad- 
way hotels, to ride in fine automobiles, 
to collect as much as $10 an hour, to buy 
farms and to build up substantial bank 
accounts, 
People see them. They found that men 
and women would not turn away from 
a cry of distress or a pitiful spectacle, 
genuine or otherwise. 


Misery the Public Does Not Know. 


But a family on the top floor of a tene- 
ment house or in a basement has no 
way of appealing to the public. <A 
widowed mother in some cases is broken 
down from overwork and faces the pros- 
pect of putting in orphan asylums the 
little ones that she loves but cannot 
support. The mother has no way of ap- 
péaling to the public for her home and 
the children have no way of asking 
strangers to save their mother for them. 

The printed cases show the reader 
just what his contribution can do. In 
a case like that above it will help to 
keep the children home and enable the 
mother to rest and care for them. It 
will give a happy home life to children 
who, until recently, had known nothing 
else. In other cases contributions will 
provide for children and probably save 
the life of a sick father or mother by 


putting an end to the worry which is'! 
now causing them to lose the fight with | 


disease. 

Bach contribution will do its work 
with maximum efficiency. Every cent 
of each contribution is used to relieve 
the distressed family. The relief con- 
tinues for a year. The cost involved 
in administering contributions, tn pur- 
chasing things, needed and helping to 
plan the affairs of the family with an 
eyé to its future, is contributed by the 
six charitable organizations who are 
now giving first,aid to these families.

The most frequent type of case is that 
of a widow and many small children left 
penniless or nearly so by the death of 
the father. Tuberculosis is responsible 
for most of these cases. Pneumonia has 
been almost as great a scourge in the 
last few years. 

Many of the families among the need- 
fest never know privation or hardship 
before the illness or death of the bread- 
‘AaAner. The families in a considerable 
portion of cases were as happy and 
somfortable last Christmas as the aver- 
age household will be this one.. The sav- 
ings of many thrifty, industrious fami- 
lies have been eaten up by the Mngering 
illness of the father. Sudden death is 
often more merciful to the survivors.

Former Beneficiaries Now Helpers. 


Some of the children who were once 
among the néediest have prospered since 
and in the last few years have become 
contributors, Several of the “ neediest ”’ 
children of former years have become 
voluntary visitors and helpers in the 
last few years of families which have 


succeeded them. This phase of the work 
was discussed by W. H. Matthews, Di- 
rector of Family Welfare of the New 
York Association for Improving the 
Condition of the Poor, who said: 

“ Four years ago a boy named Tom 
was graduated from the High School of 
Commerce at the age of 16 and_imme- 
diately got a job at $25 a week. He 
was the oldest of four children, the 
father of whom had died some years 
before Tom drew his first week’s pay 
and became the’ main wage-earner of 
the family. 

“More and more each year has he 
shouldered that responsibility, as ad- 
vancement in position and wages have 
come to him. Seeing himself the advan- 
tage of his special education, he later 
turned in all his earnings toward similar 
education for the two next eldest in the 
family. And now together they are giv- 
ing the same opportunity to the fourth. 
On the walls of the tenement home in 


which the family lives hang the pictures | 


of the three graduating classes, 
possessions of the mother.

A widow who fs heroically try- 
ing to raise a family of little children 
should give her entire attention to these 
children, without attempting to add to 
her income by going out to work, leav- 
ing her children to get along as best 
they can after school hours, 
ja cold meal from 
—s larder. 

‘‘In the cases of the individuals who 
need help, it will be found that in help- 
ing them, others who are related to 
them, and who have a keen sense of re- 
sponsibility for their welfare, will also 
be relieved of anxiety, because in most 
cases these friends and relatives in the 
tenements are themselves carrying all 
the burdens they can well struggle un- 
der. The money furnished directly to 
these individuals will thus indirectly 
serve to bring help and happiness to 
many others. 

‘“We will keep a careful oversight of 

all the cases we present to Times réad- 
|ers, and, at the end of a given period, 
will report upon the progress made in 
} each case. It has Gone this from the 
very beginning of its relationship with 
THE TIMES in its annual appeal. With

Pope to Announce Their Elevation 
at a Consistory.

ROME, Dec. 10.—Tomorrow the 
Catholic world will have eight more 
princes of the Church. At a@ secret con- 
sistory, after the usual Papal allocu- 
tion, the Pope will elevate as Cardinals, 
Monsignor Locateli, nuncio at Lisbon; 
Monsignor Bonzano, nuncio at Wash- 
ington; Monsignor Tori, successor of the 
Pope as Archbishop of Milan; Monsignor 
Mori, of the Papal Chancery; Monsignor 
Charat, Archbishop of Lille, who distin- 
guished himself during the German oc- 
cupation of France for his patriotic 
work and was decorated with the Legion 
of Honor; Monsignor Tonchet, who was 
active in behalf of the sanctification of 
Joan of Arc; Archbishop Casanova, of 
Toledo, Spain, and finallv the German 
Father Ehrle, for many years the Vati- 
can lHbrarian. , 

Monsigignor{ Casanova and Locatelli 
are not in Rome and will receive the 
red hat by proxy. The actual donation 
of the hat will be done respectively by 
the King of Spain to Monsignor Casa- 
nova, and by the President of the Por- 
tuguese Republic to Monsignor Locatelli, 
Although Monsignor Locatelli is Italian, 
it is the ancient custom in Portugal for 
the head of the nation to donate the

The American reader may. well think 
it fantastic to dream of. improvement 
by substituting a round pasteboard dol- 
lar for a million-dollar bill, which is; 
what the Russians are doing. But if 
there is one thing on which economic ex- 
perts are agreed with regard to the per- 
plexing problem of European currency it 
is that none of the European countries | 
whose paper is seriously depreciated can 
hope to put things on a sound working | 
basis without thoroughgoing repudia-j 
tion. To scale down obligations from 
1,000,000 rubles to one ruble is repudia- 
tion as thorough as any one can desire. 
This means that the Soviet Government 
has adopted one vital principle for cur- 
rency restoration.

‘*How great is the present 
industry cannot be stated ‘ex- 
actly at this time,’’ the announcement | 
reads, ‘‘ but unquestionably the infla- | 
tion is excessive. Estimates of the ex- 
cess mine capacity range from 30 to! 
fully 60 per cent. above the country’s | 
normal demand, which for the last five! 
years has averaged about 510,000,000 | 
tons a year. | 

‘“‘ Figured on the basis of their actual | 
output for the best week in 1918, the} 
capacity of the soft coal mines was then 
685,000,000, tons. Since 1918, unfortu- | 
nately, the mine capacity has been fur- 
ther enlarged, and another estimate of 
it can be made the average daily output 
last year. Three hundred days’ work at 
that rate would have resulted {n 840,000,- | 
000 tons being. mined, or fully 60 per | 
cent. more than the normal needs of the | 
country. 

‘How to deflate the coal industry {s 
one of many problems before President 
Harding’s coal commission and its re- 
port may be expected to present facts 
bearing on this question. It seems plain 
enough, however, that the industry 
should not be further inflated by open- 
ing new mines.

Business Can Weather Present 
Burden, But Increase Would 
Put: Future’ in Doubt. ~

of United States Steel, has issued: his 

forecast of American business conditions 

| for the next twelvemonth, ‘* looking for- 

ward,’’ as he expressed it, ‘‘ by looking 
backward twenty years,”’ ; ; 

Commerce, he ‘thought, is bound to 
take the upward trend, but if it does 
not, “‘if we do fot have prosperity this 
year, it will be because of agitation, and 
laws, no matter what their altrufstic 
guise, which are directed against» the 
general welfare.”’ 

The nation’s business, he concluded; 
can weather the present burden of taxa- 
tion, but to add more taxes would be to 
put “‘ the future in doubt.’’. Judge Gary 
regarded it as' “‘unthinkable’’ that 
America should evolve any sort of 
‘aristocracy of special privilege,’’ de- 
claring that ‘‘ equality before the law is 
| fundamental to industrial peace and 
prosperity.’’ 

Essential also, ‘he reported, is an ade- 
quate knowledge by the general public 
ot all the facts in industrial disputes. 
| Public opinion, he believes, ‘‘ is the sur- 
est and wisest of all regulation ’’ of ‘in- 
dustry and labor. ¥ 

‘““We are carrying a heavy Govern- 
mental financial burden,”’ says. Judge 
Gary, in an article in Current System, 
| and ‘tone which will not soon be fully 

discharged. We must reckon for some 
time to come on taxes that will be none 
too-easy to bear. ‘Substantial addition 
to the present burden of taxation’ might 
be crushing. This is. realized by .the 
President and his associates and they 
are ably endeavoring to lighten the load. 
But until a large part at. least of the 
cost of the war is paid, no ‘amount: of 
Governmental economy can reduce taxes 
to a point where they will not have ¢ 
be seriously reckoned with. 4 


Danger of Vicious Laws. 


‘‘I cannot see other than good bust- 
ness ahead, provided natural economiic 
progress is not interfered with, The 
greatest danger to the consistent and 
logical development. of the country is-in 


the possibility that attempts may ‘be 
made to substitute unwise and some- 
times vicious laws of man for the laws 
of Nature, thereby interrupting the even 
movement of supply and demand.” 

“It is to .me unthinkable,’’ Judge 
Gary continues, ‘‘ that we should rear 
in this country any aristocracy of spe- 
cial privilege, whether that aristocracy 
be made up of those ‘who sell the use 
of their hands, their brains, or their 
money. I am strongly opposed to spe- 
cial privilege of any kind. The. progress 
and prosperity of no nation can fo 
endure if any factor in economic Hie 
shall be especially favored or. punished 
or exempted. : 

‘‘ Equality before the law is funda- 
mental to industrial peace and ,prosper- 
ity. Yet, the disposition seems to he to 
pass laws which in a degree’ exempt 
labor organizations and farmer’ associa. 
tions from Governmental investigation, 
supervision and control against ween 
Not only are they exempted from certain 
restrictive provisions of the existing 
statutes, but they are affirmatively per. 
mitted to do certain things prohibited 
to other groups of citizens. 

‘“To permit labor associations or far- 
mer organizations to do, as the r t 
of combination, things that. are claimed 
to be beneficial to them but which are 
denied to others is to create classes, to 
favor some of them and to injure the 
whole body politic. It tends to artay 
class against class, and it naturally 
adds to the cost of production. And 
be it remembered, the general purchas- 
ing public, in the end, must pay the 
bills. This, as a net result, is certain, 
This is not equal opportunity and équal 
obligation. 


Organization of Groups. 


‘4 There is no reason why any group 
should not organize to gain for itself a 


better economic position if it. believes 

that through organization that position 
can be gained. But it is not in the pub- 
lic interest to permit any group se- 
|eretly to expend. large sums of money 
|for subversive propaganda. The public 
lis entitled to know the facts about the 
| expenditures of money to influence pub- 
| lic opinion. 
| ‘* The surest and wisest of all regula- 
| tion is public opinion, but sound opin- 
ions cannot be formed excepting on the 
| facts. It is hardly possible to have seri- 
ous industrial disturbance if a}l the facts 
are known. In the graver strikes of the 
last several years. the facts have not 
been generally known, 

‘““The progress of prosperity has been 
halted by these strikes which could not 
have lasted so long in the face of an en- 
| lightened public opinion, “and there will 
continue to be stoppages of trade as 
long as full publicity for every factor 
in trade is not compellel by law.”

“There are many. vicious bills pend- 
ing in Congress,’ sald Judge Gary, 
‘“which bear upon economic progress.

ART NOTES. 


School Art League’s Annual Meet- 
Ing—Brooklyn Museum Exhibition. 


The School Art League held its twelfth 
annual meeting and luncheon on Sat- 
urday, with Robert I. Aitken, past 
President of the National Sculpture So- 
clety, presiding. Mr. Aitken and Mr. 
Cass Gilbert, who was the first speaker, 
both emphasized the special service of 
the League in creating a public which 


should understand and co-operate with 
the artist. The School Art League was 
founded in 1911 to foster the interests 
of art education in the public schools 
of New York and to offer opportunities 
to pupils, teachers and the public for 
the study and discussion of art. The 
two aims toward which it directs its 
activities are the development of appre- 
ciation of art in the students of the 
schools and the searching out of special 
talents for individual encouragement and 
practical help. 

The League's report contains statistics 
of stimulating suggestiveness. The at- 
tendance at the lectures in museums and 
elsewhere for students, teachers and 
members is given at over 22,000, and 
thirty-five industrfal art scholarships 
were awarded. The students receiving 
scholarships in the past have formed an 
alumni and raised funds to pay the 
tuition of several high school graduates 
each term in recognition of the benefits 
they have received from the League. 

Statistics, however, tell very little of 
what really is done, and what really 
is done is, as Mr. Gilbert and Mr. Ait- 
ken said, to develop at least an elemen- 
tary idea in the minds of the general 
public, the enormous general public, of 
what art means to the artist. Mr. Gil- 
bert feels that an architect cannot create 
a really good building unless his client 
is sympathetic with him, and if his 
client knows nothing at 
ments of art the chances are that his 
Sympathy with an artistic idea will be 
of the scantiest.

The first aim of the School Art League, 
therefore, 1s quite as important as the 
second, perhaps more important, since 
talent and genius have a way of break- 
jing through the most frightful obsta- 
cles, while the gentle virtue of appre- 
ciation easily is submerged by vulgari- 
ties of ignorance. A pretty little demon- 
stration on the part of a couple of stu- 
dents from the Manual High School 
showed cleverly enough the way in 
which one of the benefits of the league 
worked out in practice. On a large 
sheet of paper, drawings were made of 
a city street with a bank building, an 
office building, a library, a church. The 
quite simple forms were clearly indi- 
cated in the rapid sketch, and the first 
sketch was followed by a second, in 
which the Greek and Roman and North-

By RICHARD ALDRICH. 


The New York Symphony. 


A new composition was presented at 
the Sunday afternoon concert of the New 
Yerk Symphony Orchestra in Aeolian 
Hall yesterday; a suite arranged from 
the ballet of ‘‘Dame Libellule,’’ by Blair 
Fairchild. Mr. Fairchild is an American 


composer, who has in recent years been 
living in Paris, some of whose music has 
been from time to time heard in_ this 
city. His ‘*‘ Dame Libellule ’’—‘* Lady 
Dragon Fly’’—has been one of the recent 
successes at the Opéra Comique in Paris. 
The suite heard yesterday, and played 
for the first time in America, was ex- 
tracted from the score by Mr. Damrosch, 

The ballet is a fanciful entomological 
history of ‘‘the devastating effects 
wrought in the insect and reptilian 
world by the heartless coquetry of a 
vamp of the genus Hexapoda,’’ says the 
program annotator. She charms the 
toad, the beetle, the lizard. The toad 
and the lizard come to blows, and the 
lizard is mortally wounded; but a multi- 
colored butterfly appears, cuts out the 
lizard and dances away ,Dame Libel- 
lule, as the toad expires and frogs come 
out of the water to weep over him. 

Music accompanying and illustrating 
such a drama has little chance on the 
concert stage. Mr. F airchild has writ- 
ten music of fancy and whimsical sug- 
gestion; picturesque and obviously sug- 
gestive—of something; but of just what 
concert performance does not and can- 
not reveal. The listener is convinced 
that the insects and reptiles are doin 
something—but their doings are veile 
from him. 

Mr. Fairchild has written for the or- 
chestra with a light and delicate touch, 
without seeking for extravagant or exag- 
gerated effects. There are charming 
strumental color and piquancy; and the 
orchestration has frequently a certain 
open or exposed effect as of chamber 
music. The quality of the music is ob- 
viously French and the composer has 
been submitted to the 
pervade the Parisian atmosphere, 
was inevitable that he should be.

Attitude of Premiers Toward 
Reparations Not Known, but 
Possibilities Bright. 


GERMANY’S PLAN FOR LOANS 


London Now Discussing the Chance 
of Rellef to Europe Through 
American Gold.

LONDON, Dec. 10.—While it was not 
possible to report any high hopes in 
the London financial markets, during 
the past few days, as to‘ the 
outcome of the present meeting’ of the 
|allied Premiers at London, there was 
nevertheless a feeling that the chances 
of some practicable agreement are 
brighter now than they have been at 
any previous time. As the City sees 
jit, the attitude ‘of France toward the 
reparations problem is not yet defined, 
but there are certain indications that 
France is now disposed to fall into 
line with the other Allies, to whom 
it is clear that the sum total of repara- 
j}tions must be scaled down, that a 
moratorium must be granted to Ger- 
| many, and that steps must be taken to 
| assist her in raising loans. 

It is stated in well-informed banking 
quarters with foreign connections that 
Germany is prepared to make concrete 
| proposals for raising internal and ex- 
|ternal loans of £75,000,000 each, the 
| whole of the external loan and half of 
the internal loan to be devoted to repa- 
| rations payments. We shall have more 
| definite knowledge on this point next 
| Thursday, when discussion of repara- 
tions and allied debts is scheduled to 
| take place in Parliament. 

Will Sterling Go to Parity? 


} 





With their usual conservatism, Lon- 
| don bankers are unwilling to make any 
|forecasts as to the future course of 
‘sterling; but I find an undercurrent 
| of distinct optimism in _ financial 
|quarters generally. Here and there 
}one now hears of sterling possibly 
| reaching parity before long, but as a 
jrule the view is held that the last 
istages of recovery to that nominal 
level will be more laborious than the 
earlier strides away from the low 
| point. 

One interesting and by no means 
;}unimportant effect of the advance in 
sterling has been the fall in London's 
|/open market price for gold to 90 shil- 
|lings 1 penny per ounce, which is the 
lowest since the free gold market was 
| restored in the Autumn of 1919. This 
decline in the buying price of gold is 
not, however, bringing in any fresh 
|purchases, the only demand . aside 
from that of New York bankers being 
still for India, which continues to take 
small amounts. The stage has not yet 
been reached which would encourage 
hopes of employing some of the United 
States Government’s redundant sup- 





nental Europe, 
America’s Gold and Europe. 


It is recognized that return to the 

gold standard by those countries must 
be a necessary prelude to movement of 
your gold in that direction, unless 
j}some radical change in America’s at- 
titude toward Eyrope should lead to 
America’s~ active participation in 
bringing the prostrate countries to 
their feet.

Another factor on which some stress 
is being laid is the situation arising out 
of America’s international loan opera- 
tions earlier in the. year.

BHRLIN, Dec. 10.—Reports which the 
Berlin market géts from Russia show 
incréases of induatrlal activity but worse 
conditions of the qurrency. By the lat- 
est advices the pound sterling, whose 
valué at normial parity is 04% rubles, had 
reached at Moscow on free dealliig, 
88,000,000 paper rubles of the pre-1922 
fasue, The sealing down of deéenomina- 
tions of thé currency to oné-ten thou- 
sandth of its previous nominal face 
velue has in ho way affected business. 
Most accounts, other than official, are 
still stafed in pre-1922 rubles, and even 
the Soviet Government still uses the 
old rubles for its price index. 

‘The latest index, as summarized by 
jthe Copenhagen Finanstidende, states 
that on Oct. 21 the rise in prices since 
1914 had been 800,000,000 per cent., and 
was rapidly increasing. The nhéwspaper 
Izvestia shows that living in Moscow 
for foreigners with dollars is 24% per 
cent. dearer than in New York. 

Russia's first private bank, called the 
Russian Trade Bank, opened by the 
Swede Olaf Aschberg, has a capital of 
$5,146,000. Aschberg publishes an op- 
timistic statement on the Russian indus- 
trial prospects in the Scandinavian 
press. Twenty other crédit institutions 
have been founded or opened, of which 
the chief aré the Far East Bank, the Co- 
operative Bank, thé Southeast Industrial 
Bank, thé Odtmmercial Bahk and seven 
mutual credit institutions. The Soviet 
Government also sanctions municipal 
banks In Petrograd and Moscow. 

Private capitalism is in fact rapidly 
spreading. The Helsingfors journal 
Hufvudstadsblad prints a Russian 
despatch anriouncing that the Moscow 
Council of Labor and Defense has sanc- 
tioned a bill for the gradual denation- 
alization of industry, and adds that the 
Congress of Soviets, which meets at 
Christmas, will probably approve it. The 
Izvestia says that, whereas in January 
one per cent. of -the capital of indus- 
trial trusts in the Moscow district was 
private, the percentage in August was 
87. The chief difficulty is inability un- 
der the vast inflation to finance indus- 
try at the ever rising price level.

The 
National Tube Company 1s ‘this week 
putting in operation the Riverside plant, 
at Benwood, W. Va., containing Besse- 
mer converters. This will tend to in- 
crease steel output, but there may be 
decreases in steel production in other 
quarters as the year-end approaches. 
The Carnegie Steel Company, however, 
{is endeavoring to enlarge its operations 
and is pushing its coal and coke pro- 
duction to the limit. 

In normal times buyers of steel who 
have sufficient stocks to carry them for 
ea short time are disposed to ask mills 
to curtail’shipments in Decembér, to re- 
duce the work of inventory taking, but 
this year no signs of such a disposition 
have been seen. The particular circum- 
stance this year probably is that buyers 
consider it quite possible, if not likely, 
that there will be another coal strike 
April 1.

RECENT CHANGES IN PRICES. 


Advance in General Average in 7 
Leading Countries—Decline in 4.

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BALKAN REPUBLIC 
FOR THE “OPEN DOOR’ 


Czechoslovakian Government An- 
nounces That Big Cats Are 
to Be Made in Duties. 


officials of the Czechoslov akian Gov- 
ernment, in outlining a commercial 
policy, have made all” necessary prep- 
arations for a new adjustment in cus- 
toms tariffs, and these are -expected to 
be lowered considerably. In some cases 
reductions of 25 to 50 per cent. of the 
present rate is expected, according to 
advices .received in this country. In 
connection with this procedure, it is 
pointed out that Czechoslovakia is the 
first State in Europe to reduce its cus- 
|toms tariff. Most other States are in- 
| creasing them. 

A summary of trade conditions says: 

“The system of export and import 
licenses will be entirely abolished, and 
during the period of transition only 
| three offices out of twenty-three will 
remain, The commercial policy of 
| Czechoslovakia must necessarily be an 
*epen-door policy,’ and only the fluc- 
|tuation in the rate of exchange of the 
neighboring Statcs prevents it from 
being introduced to its full - extent. 
When, however, the conditions become 
stabilized, the Government will not hesi- 
tate to adopt it immediately. 

“The trade between Czechoslovakia 
and other countries will be greatly 
| facilitated by the introduction of a new 
igold coin, which is to be used for com- 
inercial purposes and sold on the finan- 
/ cial market in accordance with the.price 
of gold. This new measure, recently 
| announeed in Parliament by the Finance 
| Minister, Dr. Rasin, is very important 
|for the exporters and importers, as 
|commercial transactions will no longer 
|depend upon fluctuations in the ex- 
;change value of the crown. The gen- 
j}eral introduction of this gold currency 
for all purposes is, of course, not yet

NEW RECORD IN NOVEMBER 


Trucks, Tires and Parts Also Report 
/- Heavy Demands—Rail Sit- 
uation Improves. 


Production. of motor cars and trucks in 
the United States for the month of No- 
vember is expected to show another high 
record. When official returns are in 
hand, they are expected to. show a pro- 
duction of approximately 220,000 cars, 
making the ninth consecutive’ month 
this year in which the output. has ex- 
ceeded the 206,000 mark. The total, ac- 
cording to trade advices, was reached in 
face of a short month, inclusive of holi- 
days. 

Production since Jan. 1 to the end of 
November has exceeded the total for 
any previous full year in history. The 
figures to the end of the current month 
are expected to show a banner produc- 
tion record of 2,400,000 for 1922. It is 
pointed out that some curtailment in 
| operations will be witnessed this month, 
due chiefly to the closing of some plants 
for inventory taking. But even with 
these plants closed, it {s,-calculated that 








the total output for December will have 
to be only 150,000 cars to .make the 
2,500.000 figure. . 

** Manufacturing is being maintained at 
a remarkably high level, despite the sea-

“SUGAR INDUSTRY 
IN RUSSIA MENACED|. 


Seed and Other Losses 


Hampered Planting of the 
Crop Last Spring. 


With the close’ of the year in sight 
the sugar industry of Russia is nearing 
the end of another campaign. Just what 
the size of the crop will be is uncertain 
because of the absence of complete in- 
formation. A review of the conditions 
during the last year by the United 
States Customs Service shows just how 
uncertain conditions are in that country 
and why a reliable estimate of produc- 
tion is unobtainable. ’ 

The Soviet Government, it is pointed 
out, gave orders in the Spring of 1921 
that 534,000 acres be sown with beets. 
This. area, according to official esti- 
mates, should with the least bit of atten- 
tion. produce at least 500,000 tons of 
sugar beet, but at the close of the year 
it was found that the growing beet area 
covered only 291,870 acres. 

‘* Heavy storms damaged the young 
sprouts in April,’’ reports the Customs 
Service, ‘‘a drought of unprecedented 
duration set in afterward and was fol- 
lowed by plagues of every variety of in- 
sect and blight with which the growing 
of beets is affli¢ted,’’ By harvest time 
it was found that the beet fields worth 
harvesting were ‘so scattered that the 
Soviet Government decided to close all 
but @& few of the factories, 

‘To meet. this situation farmers grow- 
ing beets. for the closed factories were 
ordered .to deliver them to central sta- 
tions, but local ‘factory loyalty’ and 
self-interest combined to interfere seri- 
ously with these plans. The peasants’ 
program included the use of exhausted 
beet pulp from the sugar factory for 
cattle feed, but the shipping of the roots 
to distant points made this impossible.” 

““Still another difficulty presented 
itself after the campaign started,” ac- 
cording to a summary of the situation 
made by the American Sugar Refining 
Company. ‘ By Soviet decree the peas- 
ants were entitled to receive thirteen 
pounds of sugar for each 433 pounds 
of heets delivered by them. In actual 
practice, however, it turned out that all 


| sorts of things were substituted for the 


thirteen pounds of sugar; in one dis- 
trict, for example, the peasants learned 
that they would receive in exchange for 
their beets, trinkets and odd bits of 
dry goods, with the result that they 
fefused to trade and took thelr produce 
away again. Only a fraction of the 
original quantity was obtained later on 
by. paying for it in sugar and piece 
on the spot. 

‘As a result only 56,000 tons of sugar 
were secured from the crop of 
1921-22, or one-tenth of the 500,000 tons 
which had been hoped for. In the Sum- 
mer of 1921 a new economic policy was 
adopted in Russia, which concentrated 
administrative authority in the hands 
of the management of manufacturing 
At the same time experi- 
ment stations and schools for teachin 
sugar beet culture were established, anc

‘‘The lack of seed is reported to have 
interfered seriously with the current 
crop, and while the Government again 
called for the planting of about 500,- 
000 acres of beets in the Spring of 1922 
there was hardly enough seed for half 
lithe area, and according to latest re- 
ports about 200,000 to 250,000 tons of 
raw sugar were expected to be made. 
Whether this production is actually ap- 
proached remains to be seen, but it is 
said that the Government, in reducing 
certain money allotments, has 
| dangered the results.’’

SHOWS LOW COST 
— OF U.S. RAILWAYS 


Capitalization Per Mile'in Amer- 
ica Less Than in Most Coun- 
tries, Survey Reveals. 


AVERAGE HERE $68,787 


In Germany It Is $279,427, United 
Kingdom $274,605 and In 
France $186,394. 


The capitalization per mile of the 
American railroads is lower than that 
of the more important countries of the 
world, with very few exceptions, accord- 
ing to a review of railway capitalization 
made recently by executives. To have 
adequate railroad service at a minimum 
cost, the officials pointed out, initial 
capital expenses and subsequent capital 
charges must be as low as possible. The 
#éurvey was undertaken. so that exact 
figures on comparative railway capitali- 
gation would be available for purposes 
ef refuting the frequently ‘propounded 
thesis by labor unions that American 
railways are greatly overcapftalized. 

The capitalization per mile of the rail- 
ways of the United States in 1920 was 
shown at $68,787; that of Canada was} 
$65,714; Germany’s ‘was $279,427, and} 
the United Kingdom’s was $274,605. The 
capital per mile of France’s five large 
private companies—excluding the State| 
end western roads—was $186,394 in 1920; | 
that of Denmark. $80,504; Switzerland, 
$141,244; China, $54,580; India. $54,913; | 
Japan, $111,156, and the Union of South 
Africa, $50,819. 

In part, the reason for a lower capital 
per mile in the United States, officials 
explain, is that railway construction 
often preceded the founding. of cities, 
the. grewth of population, and the re- 
sulting increased value of land. This 
is only a partial explanation, however, | 
it was said, for in large measure, rall-| 
Syvay construction in the United States 
was described as being carried on 60 
efficiently and on so large a scale as to 
keep unit costs very. low. 

In Canada and Australia somewhat 
Bimilar conditions have applied as in 
the United States; it was said. Devel-| 
opments in Australia and most sections | 
of Canada are new, compared with the 
United States, and consequently the/} 
capital costs tend to be iower, it was 
added. In France, Germany, England, 
Japan and Switzerland, however, cities 
sprang up orteina ny without relation to | 
future railway development, with the re- 
sult that tae agg 5 construction hag been 
most expensive in those countries. The 
location of cities already in existence 
in each of these countries naturally con- 


trolled the location of the railways, the} 
officials point out, which inevitably out | 





to less;economical and often roundabout 
construciion. | 

The lower capital costs of the railways | 
ef some of the Asiatic countries, such | 
es China, India and -Siam, and also| 
South. Africa, were attributed to the | 
low.labor costs of those countries. Tite | 
capital cost ‘of Germany and the United | 
Kingdony was shown to be, compara- | 
tively, .more than four times that of} 
the United States; France’s was three | 
times as great; Switzerland’s more than 
twice as great; Japan’s nearly twice as | 
great.

GOST OF COMMERCE 
COMMISSION GROWS 


Expenditures Increased From 
$15,140 in 1887 to $6,193,- 
714 Last Year, 


SCOPE GREATLY ENLARGED 


Study of Valuation of Railroads 
Is Principal item of 
Account. 


Transportation quarters displayed wide 
interest during the past week in the 
report of the growth of the activities 
of the Intefstate Commerce Commission 
since its inception,:a development which 
was held to reflect’ in genuine manner 
the growth of the railways of the coun- 
try. me" 

The picture of the commission's growth 
was obtained through the comparison 
of the total expenditures of that body 
for last: year, amounting to $6,193,714 
for the year ending June 30, 1921, as 
against total expenditures of $15,140 for 
the year 1887, the time the commission 
came into existence. 

The principal items in the commission’s 
expenses, it was said, are salaries, ap- 
propriations, examinations of accoynts, 
safety appliances, locomotive inspection 
and the study of valuations. In 1887 
the total salaries paid to Commissioners 
amounted to $10,181, and in 1921 to $124,- 
900. Generai expenditures from general 
appropriations in 1881 stood at $4,959, 
and if 1921 they amounted to $1,876,293,

COMPULSORY ARBITRATION. 


Ite Place to Be Taken In South 
Australla by Conciliation. 


“Compulsory industrial arbitration 18 
to be abolished in South Australia. 
Measures to this end have been intro- 
duced in the Legislature of that State, 
the Government proposing to substitute 
conciliation boards as mediums for the 
peaceful adjustment of industrial differ- 


ences. The terms of the bill introduced 

ovide fer the abolition of the indus- 
rial court; the board of industry and 
other industrial agencies. 

This automatically does away with the 
compulsory wage scale as well as the 
compulsory awards of industrial boards 
in regard to wages and .conditions of 
employment. The measure also provides 
for the appointment of a registrar of 
conciliation boards, whose duty it will 
be to receive applications from employes 
or employers for a reference of any

STOPPING TRADE ABUSES. 


| Remedy That Was Employed in a 
Typical Case of the Kind. 


| Several specific examples of the cor- 
|rective power of courteous, but serious, 
| business letters from an association of 
manufacturers to retailers guilty of 
| practicing trade abuses were cited by 
| Executive Director M. Mosessohn of the 
| United Women’s Wear League of Amer- 
ica in a talk before a large group of 
{credit managers for member firms at 
)the headquarters of the:league a few 
\days ago. 

In one such case the organization had 
|called attention of a retailer to the lack 
j}of business ethics shown when his con- 
cern recently asked a certain under- 
| wear manufacturer to get a particular 
|model from a cpompetitor’s line, copy it 
jand send a quantity of the copies to the 
|store. The manufacturer refused to copy 
his competitor’s model and informed 
him of the store’s request. The Unitéd 
| Women’s Wear League of America, with 
whicke both manufacturers are affili- 
ated, was informed of the incident and 
| the letter to the_retailer followed. The 
owner of the store declared in his reply 
jthat “ihe was certainly surprised and 
|dumfounded at the piece of asiniyity 
displayed ’’ in his buyer’s move to ob- 
}tain the desired merchandise. He then 
| went to considerable trouble to explain 
jin detail to the League just how the 
jincident occurred, admitting throughout 
j}that it was a mistake on the part of 
the store and apologizing for it. 

| ‘I can assure you,’’ the retailer wrote 
in summary, ‘“ that the proper discipli- 
nary measures have been taken to - 
Breve upon the employes of my store 
he proper ethics involved in a matter 
of Log kind, and that it will not occur 
again.
